Sharon Ladner 
shocked to get 
educator award

PASCAGOULA — Pascagoula 
High School teacher Sharon Ladner 
was startled when an entourage of 
people burst into her classroom 
Tuesday afternoon. Her surprise 
turned into a scream of excitement 
as she was awarded the Milken 
Family Foundation Educator Award 
worth $25,000. 

In an emotional presentation, 
Rosetta Richard, vice chairman of 
the state Board of Education, con- 
gratulated Ladner on her honor. She 
is one of four outstanding teachers 
named as award recipients in Mis- 
sissippi. The $25,000 can be used 
any way Ladner wishes. 

“I’ve been caught completely off 
guard,” Ladner said. “My students 
will tell you I’m never at a loss for 

* words, but I’m lost right now. 

“This award isn’t won by a single 
person. If I didn’t have people like 
these students to teach every day, a 
principal who enables me to do

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everything that I do, the support of 
those in administration and my fam- 
ily ... This is definitely a team effort,” 
she said. 

The element of surprise makes 
the Milken Foundation Awards 
unique. Winners remain a secret 
until they are surprised by an 
entourage of state educational rep- 
resentatives and school administra- 
tors. 

In Ladner’s case, the entourage 
experienced the first surprise as 
they arrived to find her classroom 
empty. The group waited in a near- 
by hallway for the bell to ring so 
Ladner would return to her room 
for the next class. 

Ladner said she plans to use 
some of the money to pay for her 
final semester of graduate school at 
Oxford University in London, Eng- 
land. This summer will culminate 
a 4-year study in England as Ladner 
receives a master of arts degree in 
English. 

Ladner teaches English. oral 
communications and journalism. 
She has been in the teaching pro- 
fession for 23 years, 22 of these in 
the Pascagoula school district. She 
was named the school district’s 
Teacher of the Year in 1995.

Corps of f Engineers has ordered a halt to the 
installation of moorings just west of Inter- 
state 110 at a casino site in Harrison Coun- 
ty. 

The development on Biloxi’s Back Bay is 
by California businessman Allen Paulson. 

Without a permit from the corps, the 
developers began installing at least four pil- 


_ings as an emergency hurricane mooring for 


the former Treasure Bay Tunica Casino, 
which Paulson owns and has moored in 
Biloxi. 

The order was to stop work, said corps 
spokesman Tim Dugan in Mobile, Ala. 

Corps officials are considering whether 
to allow the emergency mooring, which would 
protect Paulson’s vessel in a hurricane. 

The state Commission on Marine 
Resources approved the emergency mooring, 
but a spokesman for that agency said it did 


begin work without a corps permit. 

“They thought they had the OK from the 
state,” Dugan said. “We have talked to 
them.” 

The corps will announce a decision on the 
emergency mooring within several days, 
Dugan said. The early construction start 
won't affect the decision on whether to allow 
the emergency mooring. 

“Nothing has been decided,” Dugan said. 

The developers and Paulson have said all 
along they want to open a casino on the site. 

After the CMR approved the emergency 
mooring, the developers then asked the CMR 
to allow a casino operation on the site. 

That request could be heard as early as 
the Nov. 18 CMR meeting. 

Opening a casino will require public hear- 
ings and more extensive applications than 
the emergency mooring.

OCEAN SPRINGS — “‘Your name is scattered 
throughout colonial records,’’ Mayor D. L. ‘Pat’ Con- 
nor told members of the Ladnier family in Davis 
Bayou Park in Gulf Islands National Seashore at their 
third annual reunion. 

Before the family’s most illustrious member, Heber 
Ladner, secretary of state, was introdueed, Connor 
spoke of the first Ladnier who came over on LeMarin 
with d'Iberville, French explorer, in 1699. 

The Ladnier who came across the ocean in a 70-foot 
boat was a brave man, Connor said. 

*‘How much courage does it take to cross the ocean 
in a boat that size?"’ he asked. 

Ladniers are descendants of Luis Christian 
DeLadnier for whom Pass Christian is named. He was 
born in 1699 in Pitersere, Switzerland, and came to 
this country in 1719 at age 20. He lived to be 100 years 
old and visited Pascagoula and Cat Island. 

There are at least 12 different ways of spelling the 
family name, ranging from Loridinine to Lanier to 
LaDnier. 

The secretary of state challenged the 150 reunion 
members present. 

“When we forget where we came from, we've lost 
where we’re going,’’ Ladner said. ‘‘The men in 1699 
were men of spine, not spineless men. They came 
and they stayed.” 

He credited election wins early in his 44-year politi- 
cal career with the support of his large family. 

“I would always remind them,’’ he said. ‘‘Don’'t for- 
get cousin Heber on election day.'’ There are more 
than 1,600 Ladniers in the area. ‘‘This spot Is one of

five most historical spots in the nation,” he said. ‘‘It 
was the first permanent settlement in the deep South 
and was the capitol of the Louisiana territory covering 
three-fourths of present-day United States."’ 

“I know of no better way to perpetuate the family 
history than to build Fort Maurepas. I believe the 
next legislative session will give us the appropriation 
in 1979. 

‘When completed it will bring one-half million addi- 
tional tourists to the Gulf Coast annually. The building 
of the fort will keep history intact through the ages, 
will perpetuate the name of those early settlers,” 
Ladner said. 

Connor and Ladner were introduced by Willie 
Ladnier, chairman of the Ladnier reunion from 
Gautier, serving in his third year. 

Plaques were presented to guest speakers in several 
categories. 

Napoleon Ladnier of Gautier, 79, was recognized 
as oldest. Jerry: Ladnier of State ine, Ala., had 
traveled the longest distance, andLo , his 17-day-old 
daughter, was youngest.
